A local wood manufacturing 
firm is continuing to rebound by 
adding dozens of jobs this year 
and is also eyeing property for a 
potential expansion. 

Springs Wood Products, 
which is located in the Grayling 
Industrial Park, has added 10 of 
50 new jobs at the plant and 
plans to bring on the remainder 
of the employees to its work- 
force by the end of the year, said 
Jon Nicholas, the plant’s human 
resources manager. 

Springs Wood Products cur- 
rently has a workforce of 100 
employees. 

Employees at the Grayling 
plant process and dry basswood 
harvested from forests in north- 
ern Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, which is used to 
manufacture wooden shades, 
blinds and shutters for homes. 

The wood is dried in kilns and 
processed in Grayling, then is 
shipped to the company’s plant 
in Renosa, Mexico where the 
shades and blinds are assembled 
and stained. 

The blinds and shades, which 
are'sold under the name brands 
Graber, .Bali and Nanick, are 
available in major retail stores 
such as Home Depot, Lowes and | 
Sears.

‘The Kellogg family was ioe 
ored on Saturday for the mark it 
left on the Lovells Community 
and the school children, 

The Lone Pine School was 
dedicated by the Lovells 
Historical Society to honor the 
many members of the Kellogg 
family who attended the 
school,. 

Built by Ed Kellogg and 
Gustay Ernst in 1907, the one 
room log school house was 
called the Lone Pine School 
because a single pine tree’ was 
left standing after logs had been 
cleared to build the school. 

The school, however, is often 
referred to as the Kellogg school 
because the 17 children belong- 
ing to Ed and Bessie Kellogg 
were among the handful of stu- 
dents who attended the school. 

“Most of the time, there was a 
Kellogg going to it, 
said Guy Kellogg, 82, the 
youngest child in the family. 

Guy Kellogg recalled the 
mile and half walk to and from 
school and the comradery of the 
other school children while at 
the school. 

“It was a good, nice warm 
place to come,” Guy said. 

Helen Proux, 83, of Grayling, 
the other remaining Kellogg 
family member, said she does 
not have specific memories of 
the school, but does recall times 
shared with friends. 

“It was school and every day, 
it was the same and the only 
thing I can remember is playing 
out in the yard,” Proux said. 

Guy Kellogg, who lives in 
Battle Creek, and Proux, were 
among family members who 


attended a family reunion in 


Grayling last week.

Local hydroplane fan follows 
races for 85 years

Some people follow their 
favorite sports to an amazing 
degree. Yet how many Pistons 
fans can say they’ve seen every 
Pistons game ever? 

George Matyn’s sport of 
choice is hydroplane racing. He 
has seen every single yearly 
hydroplane race in Detroit since 
its opening year in 1920, making 
him the ultimate definition of 
the “super fan.” 

“As far as excitement goes, 
it’s a heck of a lot more exciting 
than going to a baseball game 
down in Detroit,” said Matyn, 
who is a Grayling resident. He 


first began attending the race 
with his parents as a kid, and his 
enthusiasm for the sport was not 
tempered during his adult years. 

In 2004, Matyn and_ his 
friends were admiring Slo-Mo- 
Shun V, a hydroplane racing 
boat. Upon overhearing the 
conversation, a guard allowed 
him to sit in the boat, According 
to Matyn, this was a dream 
come true. 

He has also had the opportuni- 
ty to meet several important fig- 
ures in the world of hydroplane 
racing, including head motor 
mechanic Orlin Johnson of the 
Gar Wood Race Boats and Guy 
Lombardo, owner and driver of 


the Tempo Six. In fact, 
Lombardo asked to borrow 
Matyn’s binoculars in order to 
scope out the competition. 

When asked how hydroplane 
racing has changed in the 85 
years that he has been following 
the sport, Matyn said that it has 
gotten a lot faster. In the early 
days, 100 m.p.h. was considered 
to be incredible speed. . 

“Its more exciting because 
boats are going twice as fast. 
Now they’re going 180 mp.h. 
no problem at all,” said Matyn. 

Matyn says he begins antici- 
pating these races in the late 
spring and always returns with 
stories to tell.

Both are finishing their first terms, and 
political history indicates if incumbents 
are to be defeated, usually it’s after the 
first term when the election axe falis. 

Garcia was filling the time- 
honored tradition of a little-known polit- 
ical personage floating his/her name on a 
broader scale to see if lightning strikes.

The Detroit Free Press reports that a 
message on the website of recording star 
Ted Nugent says he won't ron for 
Michigan governor in 2006, but will take 
a look again in 2010. Not many 
Michiganians were aware that he was 
looking at 2006, if he was, 

At this point, it appears about the only 
way Mr, DeVos will not win the 
Republican nomination to face Gov. 
Granholm next year is if he voluntarily 
abdicates, which Mr. Garcia already has 
done. 

Rumors also are floating that U.S. 
Rep. Candice Miller of Macomb County, 
former.secretary of state, may be hold- 
ing the door open just a tad for a possi- 


ble run for governor. However, if Mr. 
DeVos remains committed in his quest, a 
Miller challenge is unlikely ... at least in 
2006. Four years from now may be 
another matter.

Several earlier potentials for the GOP 
senatorial nomination also have stepped 
aside, including Rep. Miller; Jane 
Abraham, wife of former Sen. Spencer 
Abraham and herself a former bigwig in 
the Michigan state GOP organization;

Domino Pizza empire, another longtime 
Michigan political activist, who is up for 
reelection next year as a University of 
Michigan regent. 

Rev. Butler’s candidacy has received 
public endorsements from two promi- 
nent Michigan congress members, Rep. 
Miller and Rep. David Camp of 
Midland. 

There may be a handful of self-start- 
ing alternatives and some others could 
develop, but once the political flow 
begins toward candidates DeVos and 
Butler, any already slim chances of pos- 
sible dark horses will subside even fur- 
ther. 

And that’s the way it looks from here

AuSable River 
dredging authorized

The House of, Reseconaines 
passed the Water Resources Act 
earlier this month, authorizing 
U.S. Army Corp of Engineers 
projects. 

Congressman Bart Stupak, D- 
Menominee, was successful in 
authorizing the following north- 
erm Michigan projects: 
Menominee Harbor, AuSable 
River, Traverse City Harbor 
(Northwestern Michigan 
College) and the Ontonagon 
Harbor Walkway. 

During consideration of the 
bill, Stupak offered an amend- 
ment which was adopted, direct- 
ing the U.S. Army Corp of 
Engineers to make budget 
requests based upon guidelines 
used in Fiscal Year 2004. 

The project for the AuSable 
River includes dredging the river 
between U.S. 23 and Lake 
Huron in Oscoda County to 
restore the project depth of the 
river which will allow larger boat 
traffic, said Wayne Schloop, 


chief operations officer for the 
U.S, Army Corp of Engineers’ 
Detroit District office. 

“This is a victory for northern 


Michigan and all small, rural 
harbors throughout the country,” 
Stupak said. “Many harbors, like 
the Ontonagon Harbor, wouid 
face serious economic and infra- 
structure damage without an 
annual dredge. These communi- 
ties will allow these harbors to 
obtain the dredging funding they 
need.” 

In Fisca! Year 2005, the U.S. 
Army Corp of Engineers began 
defining a harbor as high-use if it 
moves at least one million tons 
of cargo per year. This criteria 
determines whether a harbor is 
considered eligible to be funded 
for dredging in the President’s 
budget. If the criteria is not met, 
the harbor would not be eligible 
for funding to dredge despite the 
fact that shipments coming in 
and out of small harbors are a 
major part of the local, rural 
economy. 

Stupak’s amendment directs 
the US. Army Corp of 
Engineers to stop utilizing the 
tonnage requirement, which 
unfairly impacts small, rural har- 
bors in time for the Fiscal Year 
2007 budget decisions.
